YN HE Reverend Mr. James Hervey 
__was born on Friday the 26th of Fe- 
bruary, 1713-14, at Hardineftone, a vil- 
lage about a mile from Northampton; his 
mother taught him to read, and kept him 
at home till he was feven years old, when — 
he was fent as a day fcholar to the free . 
grammar i{chool at Northampton; there he 
continued under the tuition of a Mr. Clarke, 
matter of the fchool, and vicar of St. Se- 
-pulchre’s in that parifh, till he was feven- 
.teen, learning the Latin and Greek lanouas- 
“es, in which he would have made a much 
earlier progrefs, had he not been kept back 
__ by his mafter, who (out of a blind pater- 
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nal affection and pariattey would fuffer » 
none of his fcholars to learn fafter than his 
own fon. 


In the year 1731 he. was fent. by his fa- 
ther to the untverfity of Oxford, and enter- 
ed a Fellow of Lincoln College, where he 
refided feven years, and took his degree of © 
Batchelor of Arts*; during his continuance 
here, he made bimiicie Patter of Dr. Keil’s 
Anatomy, Dr. Derham’s Phyfico and Af- 
tro- Theology, and Spectacle de la Nature, 

_ tranflated by Mr. Humphrey’s, which laft 
work he read with peculiar pleafure; nor 
was he lefs delichted with. the Rev. Mr. 
Spence’s Effay on : Pope’ s Odyfley, to which 
he often acknowledged himielf ereatly in- 
 debted for his improvement in ftile and 
compofition. 


‘He enteréd into holy orders as foon:as 
his age and the cannons of the church would 
allow, and became curate to his father, who 
was then poffeffed of the living of Wefton- 
Favell and Collinetree, near Northamp- 
ton; in thé year 1738, he went by invita- 
‘tion to Stoke Abbey, the feat of his valua- 
ble friend, Paul, Orchard, Efq.T. here, ug ae

In the year 1740 he undertook the cura- 
_cy of Biddeford, fourteen miles from Stoke 
Abbey; here he had a large congregation, | 
though the income, with the affiftance of 
friends, did not exceed fixty pounds a year*; 
in this place, and very probably about this’ 
time, he planned his ingenious meditations ; 
the firft volume. of which was publithed in 
February, 1745-6, and the fecond in De- 
cember, 1747, which have been fo well re- 
ceived by the public, that the twenty-firft - 
edition of them appeared. laft year. , 


About the year.1743 he returned from 
Biddeford to Wefton-Favell, leaving behind — 
him many difconfolate friends+; and conti- 
nued curate to his father till June 1750, at-- 
which time, being greatly impaired in health — 
occafioned by his conttant attention to his. 
dutyf, he removed to.London to try what —

June, 1750, till about May, 1752, in which 
time he had.a very fevere and dangerous fit 
of illnefs; being recovered, and his father 
dying in this year, he returned to Wetton- 
Favell, and fucceeded him in that and the 
living of Collinetree, worth about one hun-

dred and eighty pounds a year, 


In November following he puolifhed, in 
a letter to a lady of quality, his remarks on 
Lord Bollingbroke’s letters on the ftudy 
and ufe of hiftory, fo far as they relate to 
the hiftory of the Old Teftament, and efpe- 
cially to the cafe of Noah denouncing a 
curfe upon Canaan; oe next year he pub- 
lifhed, for the benefit of a poor fick child, 
a fermon which he preached at the vifitati- 
on of the Archdeacon of Northampton, un- 
der the title of “Fhe Crofs of Chrift, the 
Chriftian’s glory;’’ afew months afterwards 
he wrote a recommendatory preface to 
Burnham's s pious memorials.

Ini7§ f he publifhed his Theron and Af~ 
patio, or dialogues and letters on the moft 
important and. interefting fubjects, which _ 
met with great approbation we the un- | 
prejudiced “and difcerning, excepting thofe 
who differed in religious fentiments from 
Mr. Hervey, concerning the nae gh~ 
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“teoufhefs of Chrift, of which thefe dia- 
logues principally treat; efpecially the Re~ 
verend. Mr. John Wefley, Sandeman, and 
-a few others*. . 


In Auguit 1757, Mr. Hervey publifhed 
three fermons which he had preached on 
public faft-days, to which have been fince 
added, -his vifitation fermon preached. in— 
1753; his pofthumous fermon on “ the mi- 
«¢ niftry of Reconciliation,” and his ‘ Con- 
‘© fiderations on the prevailing cuftom or fa- 
<¢ fhion of vifiting on Sundays ;”’ all which 
evidently manifeited his genuine piety, and 
earneft defire to promote the caule and in- — 
tereft of his great Lord and Matter. 


In this year alfo, he publifhed a new edi- 
tion of his favorite author, Mr. Jenk’s Me- 
ditations, in two volumes, with a ftrong re- | 
commendatory preface, fhewing the ule and 
exceliency of them ; but his conititution be- 
ing weak, and his illnefs (which was of the

bout October, 1758, gave great reafon to _ 





fear his ufefulnefs would foon be terminated, 
as it proved; for on the 2d of December 
following, in the évening, after praying with *- 
his family, he feemed to be arrefted by the 
ftroke of death, fo that it was with difficul- 
ty his fifter and fervant got him up ftairs to 
his own room: from this time, growing 
worle every day, he became fenfible that his- 
end was near. He had now frequent and 
violent fits of the cramp, which gave him 
creat pain, and aheftic cough, which was fo 
bad at night, that he could feldom lie in bed 
till four o’clock in the morning,* and oblig- 
ed him often to get up*at two.

~ Onthe 1th of this month he complain- 

ed of a pain in his fide, for which he was 
blooded, at his own defire, though againft 

the confent of his worthy friend and phyfi~ 
cian Dr, Stonhoufe ; who apprehended him’ ~ 
too weak to bear it. When the furgeon 
came, he could {carcely perceive any pulla~- 
tion, and therefore took away only four oun- 

ces of blood, intimating to thofe around, 
that the cafe was defperate, 
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The Rev. Mr. Abraham Maddocks, his . fi 
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wn ‘curate, being with him in the afternoon, 
Mr. Hervey fpoke to him in very ftrone 
and pathetic terms of his affurance of faith, 
and of the love of God in Chrift.* » On the 
-«* mineteenth the pains of his body abated, and 
he grew drowfy and lethargic; the next day 
Dr. Stonhoufe came to fee him, and decla- 
red, in his opinion, Mr. Hervey could not 


live above four days longer.+

“ comprehend, which we know nothing of ; and of thofe we do 
“know, how few do we remember? A good textuary is a 
“ good divine, and that is the armour, the word of God is the 
“fword. 'Thofe texts are the weapons which I muft ufe; when

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The day before his death, Mr.. Hervey 


went a few {teps acrofs his room, but find- 
ing his ftreneth failing him, he funk, rather 
than fell down, his fall being broken by his 
fifter, who obferving his weaknefs ran and 
caught him; but he fainted away, and was 
to all human appearance dead, it being a 
confiderable time before any pulfe could be 
perceived. .

When ‘he came to himfelf, and his bro- > 


ther, Mr. William Hervey, who was come 


from London to vifit him, faid, we weré ~ 


afraid you was gone ; he anfwered, ** Iwifh 
“Thad.” And well. he might with fo; 
confidering his painful and melancholy con- 


dition; for his ftrength was exhaufted, his. - 


_ profpeé of death’; and difcourfing on the emptinefs of worldly 


honour to an immortal, and the unprofitablenefs of riches to the > 


ungodly, Mr. Hervey replied, ‘‘ True, Doctor, true; the only 
“ valuable treafurées are in heaven; what would it avail me now, 
® tobe archbifhop of Canterbury. Difeafe would fhew no res 
 fpe& to my mitre. It is godlinefs and not grandeur that will 
“ avail me hereafter. ‘The gofpel is offered to me, a poor coun= 
“ try parfon, the fame asit is to his Grace. Chrift makes no 
“ difference between us. Qh! why then do minifters thus ne- 
« eleét the charge of fo kind a Saviour ; fawn upon the great, 
« and hunt after worldly preferments with-fo much eagernefs, 
to the difgrace of our orders? ‘Thefe, thefe are the things, 
& Doctor, and not our poverty or obfcurity which render the 
« clergy fo juftly contemptible to the worldlings. No wonder 
“ the fervice of our church, grieved I am to fay it, is become.

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body extremely emaciated, and his bones 
fo fore that he could not bear any one to 


touch him hardly, when it was_neceflary 


to move him; yet in the midft of his fut- 
ferings, he was ever praifing God, for his 
mercies*, and: for granting him patiencet. 


On the 25th (Chriftmas day) on which 


he died, Mr. Maddocks paying him a morn- 
ing vifit, Mr. Hervey lift his head and 


opened his eyes, as he fat in his eafy chair 
(for he could not lie down) to fee who it 


was, and faid, ‘Sir, I cannot talk with you 
now.” ee 


He complained much all the day of a 
ereat inward conflict, which he had, lay- 


ing his hand upon his breaft, and faying, — 
~ OQ! you know not how great a conflict 1. 


“have.” During this time he almoft con- 
{tantly lift his eyes towards heaven, with 


his hands clafped together in praying form, | 


and faid two or three times,—** When this 
*« great conflict is over, then——-” but faid 


*He never received a bit of lemon to moiften his mouth, 


without thanking God for his goodnefs, in creating fo many 
helps and refrefhments toa fick decaying body. 


~ ++ A few years before he died, when Mr. Hervey was at his 


brothers houfe in London, he had a fevere fever, in which he 
had feveral blifters;. on this occafion Mr. William Hervey writ- 
ing to one of his intimate friends fays, “ My brother is indeed 


“an example of patience; he has not fpoke one fingle word ef. 
. peevithneds during his whole inefs,” A 
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no more; though we may naturally fuppofe - 
he meant then he fhould be’ at -reft.* Dre 
Stonhoufe came to fee him about three - 
hours before he died. Mr. Hervey ftrong- 
ly and affeCtionately ureed on him the im- 
portance and care of his everlaftline con- 
cerns, as here is no abiding place ; ; cada 1) 
treated him not to be over-charged with 
the cares of this life, but to attend to the: 
one thing needful. _

‘of Chriftmas day, 1758, and in the forty- 
fifth year of his ace. 


When his body was conveyed to the 
filent chambers of the grave, it was cover- 
ed by his own exprefs defire with the poor’s 
pall, and he was buried under the commu- 
nion table in the chancel of Wefton-Favell 
church, on Friday, December 28th, in the 
prefence of a numerous congregation, full 
of regret for the lofs of fo excellent a paf- 
tor: his funeral indeed was a moft awiul

ing, but all were inwardly and fincerely 
grieved, as their looks fufficiently teftified, 


It may truly be faid of him, that few 


lives have ever been more heavenly:—few 


deaths have ever been moré triumphant.— 
He died in the Lord, and is now at reft, 
where even the wicked ceafe from trou- 
bling: his name is recorded in the annals of 
eternity, andthe honours conferred on him 
by Chrift, will for ever continue blooming 7 
and incorruptible in the world of glory. 


His character, both in his public and 


private capacity, was of the moft exems 


plary kind, 


As 4 minifter he performed all the ‘du- | 
ties of that office with the oreateft ftrict- 


~nefs.—In the pulpit he was earneft and — 


fervent, and fhewed that he felt the eff- 
cacy of what he preached. Nor did he 


think it fuficient to preach on Sabbaths 


only, but fet up a weekly lecture eve- 
ry Wednefday evening at Wefton-Favell 
church. The laft two or three years of his ~ 
life he could fearce do any thing more than 
preach once on the Sabbath, when people 
from many miles around flocked -to hear 
him. His Wednefday evening lefture at - 


_ feven, he difcontinued for the lat year: 
_ He had not been able for fome time to 
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preach at Collingtree, or to vifit his pa- 
rifhioners at their own houfes, as his cuf2 
tom had been; but he encouraged them 
to come to him, and to converfe freely up- 


on the fubjects relating to their eternal in~ 


terefts, and on fuch occafions he would 


-ipeak with a force and propriety peculiar to 


: 


Cant yi ide ‘always preached without notés, ex- 


Yt on fome very particular occafions ; 
id his method was judicious, clear, and 


hot encumbered with too many fubdivifi- 


ons. His weaknefs rendering him for fe- 


_-veral months before his death incapable of 


fpeaking to his congregation as ufual, he 


 fhortened his difcourfes, and took a moft 
—ufeful method of inculcating his inftruéti- 


ons; for after he had expounded his text, 
and divided his fermon into two heads, 
(rarely intomore,andnever exceeding three) 
he would fpeak briefly, and at the conclu- 
fion of each head enforce what he had faid, 


‘by a pertinent text of fcripture, defiring his 


congregation (which was generally very 
numerous) to turn to their bibles, and dou- 
ble down tRe text. “ Now,” added he, 
« my dear brethren, if you forget my fer- 


-€ mon, you cannot ferget God’s word in 


*¢ this text, unlefs you wilfully throw your 


« bibles afide. Shew thefe to your chil- 


as dren, or the ablent part. of your family — 
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#ewhen youreturn home.”-—Thenhe gavea — 
ftriking exhortation, at the endof it another 
text for them to double, down; fo that he 
had always three ‘texts; in order to. their 
‘finding of which, he paufed in..the pulpit. 
twoor three minutes. . . fit 


He endeavoured as much as poffible to 
diveft himfelf in his public difcourfes of his 
ufual elegance of {tile, and to adapt his lan- 
guase to the. loweft capacity.. In this he: 
followed the example of Luther, who in his 
table talk fays, “ If in my preaching 1 were. 
“© to pay a regard to Philip Melancthon, and 
- other learned divines, then I fhould do lit- 
*¢ tle good, I preach in the plaineft man- 
*€ ner to the illiterate, and that gives conx. 
‘© tent to all,” | 


His method of catechifinge children in 
church, and of fpeaking to them in private, 
was very engaging and ufeful. He would 
afk not only fuch queftions as were fuitable 
to the words of the catechifm, but alfo fuch 
as would ftrike at the capital vices of his pa-’ 
aoe yet without giving perfonal. of: 
ence. 


Some of his parifhioners havino lain in 
_~ bed onthe Sabbath morning longer than he 
_ approved, and-others having been bufy in 

foddering their cattle when he- was coming 


Sa 
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to church, and feveral having frequented the 
alehoufe, he thus catechifed one of the chil- 
dren before the congregation :—Repeat me 
the fourth commandment. Now, little man, 
do you underitand the meaning of this com- 
mandment? Yes fir—Then if you do, 
-you will be able to anfwer me thefe quefti- 
ons.—Do they keep holy the Sabbath-day 
who lie in bed till eight or nine o’clock in 
the morning inftead of rifing to fay their 
prayers and read the Bible? No fir-—Do 
thofe keep the Sabbath who fodder their 
cattle when other people are going to 
‘church? No fir—Does God Almighty 
_blefs fuch people as go to alehoufes, and do 
not mind the inftructions of their minifter 3 
No fir?—Do not thofe that love God. read 


the bible totheir families, particularly on 





Sabbath-day evening, and have prayers eve- 
ry morning and night in their houfes? “Yes

He ufually breakfafted at nine, after hav- 
ing called his family together, and required 
each of his fervants to repeat by heart the ~ 
-text which he had.explained the preceding 
evening, and then he would recapitulate his 
expofition ; by which method both his text 
and commentary were imprinted on their 
memories: after thishe had prayers." j_ 


In the afternoon when he was called down 
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+o tea; he ufually brought his Hebrew Bible 
or Greek Teftament with him, and would: 
{peak either upon one or more verfes, as: 
occafion offered; and in the fummer feafon 
Ke would now and then drink tea, when his 

health would permit him, with fome of his: 
moft ferious parifhioners ; and then five or 
fix of the neighbours were invited; and Mr. 
Hervey’s converfation was remarkably im- 
proving, as he hadahappy talent at fpiritu- 
alizine almoft every incident, and was natu- 
rally of a moft obliging and cheerful difpofi- 
tron. = |

In the exercifé of his charity, he chofe to | 
clothé the poor rather than to give them | 
money: and he would get fome judicious = | 
perfon to buy linen, coarfe cloth, ftockings, 
fhoes, &c. for them at the beft hand: al- | - 
ledging that the poor could not purchafe on 
fuch good terms what they wanted at the ht- 
tle ‘fhops, and’ with fmall fums of money. 

“ Tam, faid he, God’s fteward for the poor, 
and | muft hufband the little pittance I have 

to beftow upon them, and make. it go as far — 

as poffible.””. But when: money would*be > | 
really ferviceable toa family, as to aprudent = | 
houfe-keeper, diftreffed by ficknefs or mi? | 
fortunes, he would give:five or more guineas * 
at a time; taking care that it fhould not be 2a 
known whence the money came. He was | 
particularly defirous of getting the advice of . | 
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a phyfician (or at leaft of fome judicious a- 
pothecary) for the fick poor; and was ever 
ready to procure them the very beft medi-_ 
cines. Hewould frequently petition fuch 
_ phyficians of his acquaintance in different 
. parts of the kingdom, as he apprehended to 
be charitably difpofed, to give their advice 
occafionally when they rode through a town, 
to fuch poor creatures, as the clergyman of 
the place, or fome fubftantial inhabitant, 
fhould recommend, as real objects of com- 
paffion. He greatly difapproved of the

are of tooimportant a nature to be given in- 
difcriminately.” He obferved that by his 
own method the fick poor had the very beft 
medicines, as the phyfician fawthem himéfelf, 
and bought them very cheap; becaufe the 
apothecary, knowing they were for charita- 
ble ufes, charged the phyfician no more than « 
prime coft, with fome little allowance mere- 
ly for his trouble in compounding them; 
and as the phyfician knew what. difeafes. 
were curable, there. was no waite of medi- 
‘cine in fruitlefs attempts to cure cafes,which, 
though actually incurable, perfons of lets 
|. qudgmcn: could not pronounce to be fo...”

MEMOIRS or HERVEY. 


He gave away a great number of good 


-books, with fuitable inftructions for their 


ufé, and efpecially Bibles.” In the blank 
leaf he frequently wrote fomething ftriking, 
or elfe ftuck in a printed paper, relating to 
the promifes of God in and through Jefus 


Chrift. 


His income was but fmall, and.it may _ 
be wondered how he managed it fo well, _ 
as to have fuch large fums to fpare for cha~_ 
ritable ufes.. He fold the copy of his Me- 
ditations, after it had paffed through feve- 
ral editions; which fale of the copy, and ~ 
the profits of the- former impreffions, a- 
mounted to about £.700, all which he gave 
away in charity. He made of it a bank 
forthe poor. ‘* This,” faid he, Ihave 
‘© devoted to God, I will on no account 
‘apply itto any worldly ufes: I write not 
for profit or for fame, but to ferve. the 
*caufe of God; and as he has bleffed my 
“* attempt, I think myfelf bound to’ re- 
lieve the diftreffes of my fellow creatures. 
with the profit that comes from this 
“< quarter.”? He has likewife left all the 
future profits of his works to fome of the 
charitable ufes-above fpecified. — 
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In any expence relating to himfelf, he 
Was extremely frugal, thac he micht be li- 
Heral to others;.and it was always his de- 
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fire to die jutt even with the worlds pb | 
«< will be my own executor,” faid he. And 
as he died on Chriftmas day, his fund ex- 
pired almoft with his life. What little re- 
mained, he defired might be given in warm 
- clothing to the poor in that levere feafon. 


Meco! the inftances of his Scie we may 
properly add an incident which affords a 


very {trong proof, not only of the benevo- - 
lence of his heart, but of his regard to 


practical religion, and to the doing of eve- 
ry good work within his power. 


A day or two before his death, when he: 


was reduced to fuch extreme weaknefs as ~ 


to be unable to read, and could with diffi- 
culty foeak, a little. account being fettled 
with him by a friend, on the balance of 
which he received eighteen fhillings, look- 


- ing on. the money with ereat indifference, 


he exprefied himfelf to this effect, “I would 
gladly difpofe of this {mall fam in fuch a 
Manner as may do the moft good; it is the 


only act which I now an and probably the — 


laft that I fhall be able to perform. Give 
yourfelf the trouble of looking amoneft 
_thefe books, and you will find Mr, Rich- 
ard’s pamphlet, at the latter end of which 
are, 1remember, fome hints concerning the 


means of promoting religion in ourfelves oa 
nd others, which (even with fome additi= | 
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ons and improvements, which you might 


eafily make) will not fill more than a fheet 


of paper; and if ftuck up or framed, might i 


be uated ufeful in that form; let then 


fuch a number of them be printed and giv- 
- en away as this money will admit of.’ His 
orders were properly executed, and the evi- 
dences of fuch an. angelic temper were 
equally matter of edification and comfort to 
_ his friends, as this charitable legacy (if we 


may forcall it) will be to all who receive | , 


and rightly ufe it. 


This incident, it is to be hoped, will be 
- candidly confidered by thofe who draw fuch 
inferences from his favourite doctrine, and 
{trong expreffions of the all-fufficient righ- 
teouinefs of Chrift, as his whole life did in 
the moft exemplary manner confute. No 
man had ever a greater difrecard for money, 


which he efteemed unworthy of his notice, 


upon any other account than as it furnifh- 


ed him with the means of doing good. Sure- 
ly we may here borrow the fentiment and_ 


expreffion of our celebrated poet, and juft- 
ly conclude, that, , 


_ “ He felt his ruling paffion ftrong in death.”

In learning he was inferior to few. Greek 


was almoft as familiar to him as his native 


Janguage, He was a great mafter of the 
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claflics ; and in the younger part of his life. 


had written fome verles, which fhewed no 


contemptible genius for poetry. He had 
a critical knowledge of the Hebrew tongue, 


and. delighted in it | .

With refpect to his private capacity,. he 


was never known to be 1n a paffion. No 


worldly concerns (though he fometimes: 
met with very trying ones) ever effected 
him. His humility rendered him invulne-. 


rable. When he was mifreprefented and 
calumniated, he would fay, “ Our enemies 


are fometimes our beft friends, and tell us. 
truths ; and then we fhould amend our. 


faults, and be thankful for fuch informati- 
on; and if what they fay be not true, and 
only {poke through malice, then fuch per- 
fons are to be confidered as difeafed in their 
minds, and we ought to pray for them. 
b. eweyare to be pitied, ”’ fays he, “ and I 
might as juftly be angry with a man that is 
difeafed in his body.” In his. ordinary 


tranfactions, with others, he was ever cheer-. 
- ful, puntual, juft, and candid, to perfons.

Yet notwithftanding  thefe irrefrapable: : 


proofs, that Mr. Hervey’s opinions (even 
fuppofing fome of them in their remote con- 
fequences, were not altogether defenfible) 


had’ no pernicious influence on fo apie if 
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a mind ; it is but juftice to add, that he 
-euards againft the abufes of the Antinomi- 


ans, though he has himfelf been branded 
with that ‘odious name.—Nay, fome of his 
enemies have not fcrupled to affert, ‘‘ That 


his tenets. were difhonourable to God, fub- 
verfiveofall go{pel-holinefs; and deftructive 


even of common morality, and very injuri- 
ous to fociety itfelf, by making men melan- 


choly and regardlefs of bufinefs.”” 


Thefe were the very words of an a Abiire 
and anonymous letter, fent to him by the 
poft; on which that meek and excellent 
man obferved to an intimate friend, with all. 
his ufual mildnefs, ‘‘ Indeed this gentleman 


may be faid, I think, to write at random.— , 


Surely he has never read my works; if I 
knew where to direét to him, I fhould defire 
him to turn to what I have advanced, page 


-124, in the fecond volume of my Medita- . 


tions, and fuch a reply, I would hope, might 
convince him of his miftake.”’ 

Whatever vein of Calvanifm runs through 
his writings, yet the weakening the obliga- 
tions to purity and holinefs of life, were the © 
fartheft imaginable from his view: and when 
perfons of jadgment have pointed out to him 
fuch exprefiions as were liable to be mifun- 
derftood i in that refpect, he always difavow- 
ed any fuch meaning, affirmed, that the 
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fault was not in the evangelical doétrines, fo 
much infiited on by him, but in the mifap- 
prehenfion, ignorance, or inattention of thofe 
who abufed them to licentioufnefs.—He 
would then add, he was ready to alter or re- 
tract any fentiment or expreffion, ‘which he 


apprehended to be really objection able 5 ae 


that to make things equally clear to every 
one’s apprehenfion, or to have the fame ef- 


fect upon every one’s mind, was an imprac- 


_ ticable attempt: for as the poet very juftly 


obferves,

Hervey, it evidently appears he was a 
truly good man in life, as well as by profe/- 
fion; indeed Ido not remember ever to have 
read, or converied with any one concerning 
him, but what joined in acknowledging ty 
title to the character and appellation ‘of 4 
real Chrifitan.

How elfe could the immaculate Jefus be 
punifhed as the moft inexcufable tranfgreff- 
or? “ Awake, O fword, againft the man 
that is my fellow, faith the Lord of hofts.*” 
—Is not this the voice of a judge, pro- 
nouncine the fentence, and authorifing the 
execution ? or rather, does it not defcribe 
the aétion of juftice, turning the fword from 
us, and fheathing it in Chrift ? 


If Chrift, then, was our fubftitute, with re- —

Neither is this a precarious-or unwarrant- 
able opinion, but the clear and pofitive de- 
claration of {cripture. ~ He juftifeth, he ab- 
folves from guilt, he treats. us as righteous. 
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- Whom? upright, obedient, finlefs creatures 5 
this were nothing extraordinary—no; but 
“ he juftifieth the ungodly that believe in- 
the Lord Jefus,”* imputing, as the ground 
‘of this juftification, ¢heir trefpafies to him, 
and his righteoufnefs to them; this ts di- 
vinely gracious indeed !f 


Tam perfuaded that multitudes in the gay 
and licentious world are held faft in the fatal 
fnare of fin and carnal fecurity, by their ig- 
norance of this fweet, alluring, confolatory 
truth: they find themfelves deeply obnoxi- 
ous to divine juftice, and feel themfelves 
ftrongly bound with the chains of fenfuality. 
They think itis impoffible to clear the en- 


 ermous {core of their guilt, impoffible to de- 





liver themfelves from the confirmed domi- 
nionoffin. Therefore, like defperate debt- 
ors, they ftifle every ferious thought, leaft a 
confcioufnefs of their long arrears, and a 
profpect of the dreadful reckoning fhould 
‘tormentthem beforethe timef. But if they 
were informed, that the infinitely merciful 
Son of God has undertaken to redeem fuch 
undone and helplefs finners: ‘That he has _ 
thoroughly expiated the moft horrid tranf- 
ereffions, and: procured, even for ungodly

They compofed.a canopy of the frefheit 
verdure, and of ‘the thickeft texture ; fo. 
thick, that it entirely excluded the-fultry 
ray, and fhed both a cool refrefhment, and 


an amufive gloom, while every unfheltered 
tract glared with light, or fainted with heat. 


» You enter:by an eafy afcent of fteps, lin- 
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ed with turf, and fenced with a baluftrade 
of floping bay-trees.—-The roof was a fine 
concave, peculiarly elevated and ftately. 
Not emboffed with fculpture, not mantled 
over with fret-work, but far more delicate- 
ly adorned with the fyringa’s /lver tufts, and 
the iburnum’s flowering gold; whole large 
and lovely clufters, gracefully pendent from 
the leafy dome, difclofing their fweets to 
the delighted bee, and gently waving to the 
balmy breath of {pring, gave the utmoft en- 
richment to the charming bower. . 


_ Facing the entrance lay a f{pacious grafly 
walk, terminated by an oétancular bafon, 
with a curious ‘Jet d’ Eau playing in the cen- 


tre. The waters, {pinning from the low- 


er orifices, were attenuated into innumera- 
ble little threads, which difperfed themfelves 
in an horizontal direftion, and returned to 
the refervoir in a drizling fhower: Thofe, 
which iffued from the higher tubes, and 
larger appertures, either {pringed perpendi- 


culatly, or fpouted obliquely, and formed, 


as they fell, feveral lofty arches of liquid 
chryftal, all glittering to the eye, and cooling 


to the air. ‘ 


Parallel to the walk, ran a parterre, plan- . 


ted with anaffemblage of flowers, which ad- 
vanced, one above another, in regular gra~_ 
dations of height, of dignity, and of beauty. 
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-Firlta row of duaifies, gay as the file of 


youth, and fair as the virgin {nows.—Next 
a range of crocu/es, like a long ftripe of yel - 
low fattin, quilted with threads, or diverfified 
with fprigs of green. ‘A fuperior order of ra- 
nunculufes,each re{mebling the cap of an earl’s 
coronet, replenifhed the third {tory, with 
full-blown tufts of glofly fcarlet—Beyond 
this, a more elevated line of ¢ulips raifed their 
flourifhed heads, and opened their enameled 
cups; not bedecked with a fingle tint only, 
but glowing with an intermingled variety of 
radiant hues. Above all arofe that noble or- 


-nament of a royal efcutcheon, the flower- 


de-luce, bright with etherial blue, and grand _ 


_ with imperial purple ; which formed, by 


its erace4ul projections, a cornice or a capi- 
tal of more than Corinthian richnefs, and 
imparted the moit confummate beauty to 
the blooming colonade. “ 3 


The whole, viewed from the arbour,look- 


ed like a rainbow painted upon the ground, 


and wanted nothing to rival that refplendent 
arch, only the boldnefs of its fweep, and the 
advantage of its ornamental curve.

A remote cafcade tumbled from a crag- 
-sy rock. ‘The very ftream, like its maiter 
feemed in hafte to efcape from the intenfe 
and raging heat. With hurry and impe- 
tuofity it rufhed into this grand arbour. But’ 
here, impreffed as it were, with the unex- 
pected /olemnity of the fcene, it fuddenly 
checked the tumultuous wave: and having 


juftfaluted or kiffedthe fkirts of this revered 


{pot, turned afide into a more fequeftred 
path. As fome beedle/s trier who bolts 
‘unawares into the royal prefence, ftands 
ftruck with reverence and awe, or retires 
with precipitance and confufion. 


The deep gloom, fhedding a kind of 


night, even while the fun glared in the fky. 


—Not a whifper fiirring, among fo many - 


millions of leaves, and all their warbling na- 
tives hufhed in filence. The ~fonorous 
toll of the diftant ce/cade, and the tink- 
ling chime of the nearer rill, The profound 
adoration and fervent devotion, which lived 


in the lineaments of the impaffioned ttone, 
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— All thefe circumftances rendered the place 
peculiarly penfive and auguft. Not much 
unlike the ancient oratories, where holy peo- 
ple withdrew from the giddy ring, and the 
buftling croud, to ennoble their minds with 
{ublime contemplation; where they bid a 
temporary adieu to the tumultuous world,its 
eay impertinence, in order to maintaina 
more uninterrupted communion with that 
mighty Being, “who fitteth upon the cir-

THERON AND ASPASIO’S CONVERSATION

‘HE morning had been wet. At noon 
the rain ceafed, but the heavens ftill — 
continued gloomy.—Towards evening a _ 
gentle eaftern gale fprung up, which diffipat- 
ed the dead calm, and cleared the face of the 
fky.—The fun, which had been muffled in 
clouds, dropped the veil. Difengaged
